in Georgia, Dr. Walter IT Cocking. 
ousted dean of the Coilege of Edu-

unprincipled men making use of 
the twin threats of ignorance and 
prejudice” shall be allowed to 
“destine the Empire State to a per- 
manent place of decadence.” 

In his first public statement 
Since he, with Dr. Marvin S. Pitt- 
man, was ousted from the Univer- 
Sity System by the Board of Re- 
gents, Dr. Cocking, speaking yes- 
terday before the Griffin Kiwanis 
Club and its guests, the Exchange 
and Rotary clubs, said: 

“Today the tide of despotism is 
rising in the world, in America, 
and in Georgia with amazing ra- 
pidity. The threat to democracy !s 
genuine and ominous .. . The 
agents of despotism are on the 
move, their ways are strange and 
mvysterious ... in the assassina- 
tion of the character of an oppo- 
nent they move with the precision 
and co-ordination of ae well- 
trained army. 

Their program, presented usu- 
allv in dramatic fashion, is sure 
to impress the popular but un- 
educated mind . Men of tyran- 
nical temper and purpose have 
succeeded in influencing the noble 
dispositions of many people to the 
overthrow of democratic institu- 
tions and the founding of regimes 
of violence and oppression. 

Cultivated Hatred. 

“The despot endeavors to cul- 
tivate hatred toward class, race cr 
religion. He attempts to rouse a 
common hatred in people. By 
arousing common: hatred it 1s pos- 
sible to lead not only against tne 
obiect of hatred but also in other 
directions. This is one of the 
safest and surest roads to despo- 
tism. He who would be a despot 
experiences pleasure in the torture 
and suffering of others. 

“By presenting the 
whether persor, ciass, race 0! 
in the guise of a dangerous ana 
utterly vicious enemy, the satis- 
faction of sadistic impulse Is given 
the stamp of righteousness. Here 
is one of the most serious threats 
to the tolerant and rational spirit 
which democracy requires.

Neither country is in position to offer any opposition to the 
threatened moves, of course, although Portugal would be expected 
to resist diplomatically.

MR. BARRON’S PLEA David Irenus Barron made a plea 

for his school at Monroe which it 
seemed to me might be worth hearing. I would like, even, to 
augment it a bit. 

It always has seemed to me that one of our educational failures 
has been a failure to educate for the community or specific needs. 
Teachers were taught to teach along general lines. Such a teacher 
might find himself or herself in a large city where she had to 
understand the problems of the children under her instruction, 
The teacher might be sent to a small town where most of the 
children were from the farm or the small business-supported 
homes of the town. The teacher might be put down in a school 
entirely rural. 

At any rate, the problems were different. The real teacher 
must make a connection between the home and the pupil and the 
teacher. We long ago learned that unless the teacher had some 
knowledge and understanding of the pupil’s home problems, little 
could be accomplished. 

Yet, all the while our which were training teachers 
were unable to do anything about training for specific problems. 

Much of the foundation money coming into Georgia was being 
devoted to that problem. Efforts were being made in three states, 
one of them Georgia. Teachers were being trained to meet spe- 
cific rural problems. The teacher would teach the ordinary sube- 
jects and at the same time be able to help solve home problems 
of diet, economics, budget, cooking, sewing. and so on. 

The first training periods are being completed. It really wil] 
be tragic if such a program is interrupted. Georgia and all other 
states can do with a program of education which would be able ta 
solve community or special problems and not generalize with 


them all. 

“FOLK SCHOOLS” Mr. Barron considers his school one of 
| the “‘folk school” types which did so much 
In the Scandinavian countries. 

It teaches practical work along with scholastic work. 

: Only a few of our high schoo! students can go on to college. The 
high school, until we can raise the incomes of the people, must re- 
main the “poor man’s college.” It would seem important then. to 
equip Aim with something more than preparation for entering 
college. ' 

The vocational schools are doing a great work in this field. 
They have been doing so for years and with not much encourage- 
ment. They already have done an outstanding job of training men 
for defense jobs. 

It may be that there could be worked out a plan to advance 
them to a school of Barron’s type. There is no plan for it. But, the 
field is there. A school which would be an advance « hool for the 
vocational high schools and at the same time would not be “college,” 
might be a valuable addition. At any rate it is worth thinking 
about. 

The problem of money immediately presents itself. The money 
from foundations was being made available. Assuredly no one ever 
once thought of mingling the races in such schools. To lose the 
money which might have made possible an enlargement of such 
opportunity for the children of Georgia who cannot go to college 
and who have difficulty going to high school seems tragically 


shortsighted, 

THE NEED FOR TRAINING We see today what our failure 
has brought We have a 

million and a half men, approximatély, in the armed services of the 

nation. 

There is a shortage of men trained in the skills necessary for 
defense. The vocational schools were able to step into the breach 
and train thousands of men. This merely served to emphasize that 
our economic set-up did not normally produce them. 

There is developing a shortage in foods and prices are advancing, 

We know that for years our farms have washed away, our soils 
depleted and our farms abandoned because our economic set-up 
didn’t make them practical. 

This is the fault, to a large extent, of education. Politicians 
gleefully appeal to ignorance. Ignorance answers. Had we had 
vocational high schools and advanced vocational schools such ag 
Red Barron dreams about for the past 60 years we would not now 
have abandoned, washed-out farms. We would not now have peo- 
ple so poor and so lacking in food, education and the benefits which 
a democracy is supposed to produce that they will answer appeals 
to prejudice. 

The Scandinavian system was one of unusual interest in that it 
had abolished illiteracy, There were no depressed farm areas, no 
lands washing away. 

An education, even one which falls short of college, should 
enable a person to think of himself or herself in terms of the life 
in which one lives, and to rationalize one’s self with that life.

Announcement of plans for the 
proposed Texas-Georgia project 
came on the heels of a.statement 
from Secretary Ickes yesterday 
that the oil industry is considering 
immediate construction of a more 
ambitious crude-oil pipeline from 
Texas and the midwest to the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

Both projects are being pro- 
posed for construction under the 
Cole bill, recently passed by both 
houses of congress and now await- 
ing the President's signature, 
which permits the exercise of the 
power of eminent domain in 
| obtaining rights of way for pipe- 
lines declared essential to national 
defense. Provision made in the 
bill also for RFC financing of such 
projects,

Texas-Georgia 
pipeline, costing $25,000,000, 
being sponsored by the Trans- 
American Pipeline Company, 
with offices in Fort Worth, New 
York and Washington, It is de- 
signed as the’ shortest, quickest 
and cheapest line that can be 
built for transporting crude oil re- 
serves to the Atlantic for the 
benefit of eastern refiners and our 
outlying naval bases. 

The proposed line will be 1,050 
miles long, passing through oil 
fields of Texas, Louisiana and 
| Mississippi, where it estimated 
that 22 per cent of all the oil in 
the United States is located. 

The line will pump from 79.- 
000 to 75.000 barrels of crude per 
dav. which will release from 12 
to 15 tankers for other service 

A large refinery may be con- 
structed at Savannah, and some of 
the fuel oil and commercial gas- 
Oline required by the Navy can 
then be moved by barges through 
the intracoastal waterway.

G. L. Kittredge, 
Shakespearean 
Authority, Dies 


Retired Pro- 
fessor Sang ‘Frankie 
and Johnnie.’ 


BARNSTABLE, Mass., 
(UP)—George Lyman 

known to his students as ‘'Kit- 
ty” and to others as the world's 
greatest Shakespearean authority 

died at his summér home today 
at the age of 81. 

The eccentric, .white-bearded 
professor who cowed and amused 
Harvard students for 48 years, was 
the victim of old age and a com- 
plication of several ailmeénts. 

Blending scholarship and sharp 
wit, Kittredge made his famous 

“English II1” the most popular 
course at Harvard and he himself 
was a legend before his retirement 
in 1936. 

Though eight colleges, including 
Oxford, gave the Boston-born 
professor honorary degrees, he 
never obtained a doctorate of 
philosophy. When asked about it, 
Kittredge explained such a degree 
required an oral examination and, 
he asked, “‘who is there to exam- 
Ine me?” 

He admitted frankly he was the 
world’s leading authority on 
Shakespeare, “and of Chaucer, 
too.” Once while looking up an 
obscure point in Shakespeare at 
Oxford, attendants told him “only 
one man in the world can answer 
that—Proféssor Kittredge, of Har- 
vard.” 

It was said that if all Shake- 
speare’s works were destroyed, 
Kittredge could rewrite them from 
memory. 

Reciting with gestures one day, 
“Kitty” tumbled from his plat- 
form and sprawled on the floor. 
Rising and dusting himself, he 
glared at tittering students and re- 
marked icily, “At last, I: have 
‘fallen to the level of my students.” 

Not always aloof and austere, 
Kittredge, hearing some students 
singing “Frankie and Johnnie,” 
joined their chorus, conducting 
| with his cane. Then he added two 
ribald verses they hadn't heard. 

Before coming to Harvard, Kit- 
tredge taught at Phillips Academy 
in Exeter. He was married and 
had two daughters and a son. 
Henry, now vice-rector of St 
Paul's Boys’ school at Concord, 
New Hampshire. 

He was accustomed to think out 
loud during classes and more than 
once startled his students with 
remarks such as: 
| “Nobody could ever tell what 
a woman thinks—not even Shake- 
speare.”

Japan's Doubtful Status. 

That Japan has any enthusiasm 
for participating in such a war 1s 
doubtful: But if the Nazis get 
Vladivostok—and all that involves 
controlling the’ trans-Siberian 
railroad—the Japanese will have 
no choice about it. For the Nazis 
will be in a position to blackmail 
and coerce Japan. 

A German air force at 
vostok would be a terrible men- 
ace to Japan, which is more vui- 
nerable to air attack than any 
other country. Therefore, the Jap- 
anese will probably try to get 
there first and Japan will have 
to play Hitler's game—or els?.
